Rogers Defends Middle-East Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Secre- 
tary of State William P.Rogers 
strongly defended the contro- 
versial U.S. proposals for a 
Middle East peace today and 
specifically rejected an Israeli 
charge

to "appeasement of theArabs." 
Rogers also said "we have 
reason to be cautiously optimis- 
tic" about the eventual success 
of the effort to have South Viet- 
nam take over its Own defense. 


Rogers told a news conference 


that North Vietnamese infiltra- 
tion into the South is down at 
least 60 per cent this year from 
last. But he declined to pre- 


dict whether a recent upswing in 
North Vietnamese troop move- 
ments into the South foreshad- 
owed another enemy offensive. 
The secretary of state gave a 
general yearend sum-up of the 
international picture which he 
found improved despite some 
disappointments. 
"I think on "the whole the 
President can be proud of his 
leadership in the foreign affairs 
field," Rogers said.

The global political struggle Is 
assuming a new look for the 
'70s. 
Once the cold war was a rel- 
atively simple affair; East was 
East and West was West, each 
with its own set of goals. 
Now some of the disputants 
values are changing. Hostility 
remains, but the two sides have 
common goals as well. 


The major dangers are ob- 
vious: Vietnam, Asia, China- 
Russia, the Middle East, Eu- 
rope and Germany, and so on. 
But in the long run there are far 
bigger problems: how to end the 
nuclear arms race, how to avert 
a catastrophic world conflict, 
how to deal with population ex- 
plosion, competition for living 
space, competition for trade and 
raw materials, worldwide pol- 
lution of land, sea and air. 


These are common problems 
shared by all advanced nations. 
Failure to attack them effect- 
ively could mean one day that 
superiority or Inferiority in 
armed forces will not mean 
much.

conflicts of the cold war may

Europe has been and still is 
basically at the core of the cold 
war, and what happens there is 
likely to have a decisive effect.

New Look At World Policy 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN

The global political struggle is 
assuming a new look for the 
'70s. 
Once the cold war was a re l­ 
atively simple affair: East was 
East and West was West, each 
with its own set of goals. 
Now some of the disputants 
values are changing. Hostility 
remains, but the two sides have 
common goals as well. 


The major dangers are ob­ 
vious: Vietnam, Asia, China- 
Russia, the Middle East, Eu­ 
rope and Germany, and so on. 
But in the long run there are far 
bigger problems: how toendthe 
nuclear arms race, how to avert 
a catastrophic world conflict, 
how to deal with population ex­ 
plosion, competition for living 
space, competition for trade and 
raw materials, worldvddepol­ 
lution of land, sea and air. 


These are common problems 
shared by all advanced nations. 
Failure to attack them effect­ 
ively could mean one day that 
superiority or Inferiority in 
armed forces will not mean 
much. 
More and more, therefore, the 
word "realities” crops up in 
the press of both the West and 
the Communists. One reality; 
conflicts of the cold war may 
stand in the way of solving prob­ 


lems which can mean life or 
death. 
Europe has been and still is 
basically at the core of the cold 
war, and what happens there is 
likely to have a decisive effect. 
Despite the ominous look of the 
Middle East, the continuing war 
in Vietnam and the possibility 
of other conflict in Asia, a m a­ 
jor share of Soviet attention is 
riveted upon the European con­ 
tinent.

Holiday Ham The Swedish Way FOO(| Ordered Released 


By CECILY BROWNSTONE 


Associated Press-Food Editor 
Swedish cooks have a fasci- 


nating way of brining a fresh 
ham for four to six weeks and 
then cooking it. They serve the 
ham cold for a Christmas or 
New Year's celebration. 


If you feel adventurous, you'll 


be interested in this recipe. 
It is absolutely authentic —the 
work of a young Swedish wom- 
an and her neighbor, an Ameri- 
can home econonvst. 


SWEDISH HOLIDAY HAM 


10 to 12-pound fresh ham 
1 tablespoon saltpeter, a- 


vailable at some drug- 
stores 


2 tablespoons salt 
3 tablespoons sugar 
Brine, see recipe below 


1/2 teaspoon peppercorns 


2 bay leaves 
3 carrots, pared and sliced 
Coating, see recipe below 
3 tablespoons fine dry bread 


crumbs 


Choose a crock or enamel- 


ware (do not use aluminum or 
plastic) container large enough 
to hold the ham so that it can 
be completely covered with wa- 
ter; 
an enamelware infant's 


bathtub is ideal. The ham may 
be placed in a horizontal or up- 
right position in the container. 
To find out how much water 
you need to cover the ham com- 
pletely, place the ham in the 
container and cover with cold 
water, measuring the water as 


you add it. Make a note of how 
much water was needed and 
use this amount in preparing 
the Brine. Remove the ham and 
place it on a large platter or 
tray. 
Stir together 
the saltpeter, 


salt and sugar. Massage the 
mixture over surface of ham. 
Let ham stand, loosely cov- 
ered if you like, in refrigera- 
tor or other cold place over- 
night. 


Prepare the Brine so it, too, 


can stand overnight. 


The next day place the ham 


in the chosen container and cov- 
er completely with the Brine. 
Cover container (with foil if 
necessary) and place in refri- 
gerator or other cold place for 
four to six weeks. 


After the ham has been brined 


for the required time, pour otf 
the brine. Wash the container 
and return ham to it. Cover with 
fresh cold water, cover the con- 
tainer, and soak overnight in re- 
frigerator. 
Drain ham and place it in the 
large saucepot in which you are 
going to cook it. Cover with 
fresh cold water; add pepper- 
corns, bay leaves and carrots. 
Cover saucepot and bring water 
to a boil. Reduce heat and cook 
in barely simmeringwateruntil 
ham is forkrtender and large 
bone in butt becomes loose and 
protrudes — two to three hours. 
Let ham stand in cooking water 
for about five hours. Swedish 
cooks save the cooking water

U.S. Supreme Court Justice Burger 
Appears Conservative-Minded 


South Viet Army Still Unready 
To Fight War By Themselves 


WASHINGTON (AP)- A look 
•t warna E. Burt»r'« record 
•ftar two months an the Su- 
preme Court Indicates he IB 
turning out to be about as con- 
servative as was expected when 
he succeeded Earl Warren as 
chief Justice. 
He has spoken for greater lo- 
cal control over "obscene" 
publications, opposed use of 
an 1866 civil rights law to give 
Negroes access to community- 
shared 
swimming pools and 


playgrounds, and voted against 
jury trials for Juvenile defend- 
ants. 
His single opinion for the court 
majority —the only decision so 
far to bear his name —intends 


to support state restrictions on 
national banks. 
Burger's one notable liberal 


vote has been to support the 
immediate 
desegregation of 


public 
schools in the Deep 


South. 


And Fred Rodell, a Yale law 
professor who watches the court 
closely, says he has a hunch 
Burger would have dissented if 
another Justice had been willing 
'to go along with him. 


"I am still holding my breath 


about Burger," Rodell said in 
an Interview. "To date he has 
done nothing worth doing." 


But Prof. Philip B. Kurtand of 


the University of Chicago, also 
a student of the court, cautions 


that the record is sparse so 
far. 
He said in an Interview that 
Burger earned his reputation as 
a "law-and-order" Judge on the 
federal appeals court here and 
can be expected to remain one on 
the high court. 


"But 
you can't base that on 


what the court has done todate," 
he said. 
"The one thing he has con- 
firmed is what had been anti- 
cipated," Kurland said. "He's 
going to adhere to the court's 
line on schools." 
Comparing Burger's voting 
record with the seven associate 
Justices shows this: 
In 16 decided cases he has dis- 


agreed 10 times with Hugo L. 
Black and eight times with Wil- 
liam o. Douglas, the veteran 
liberal activltists. 
In all 16 cases, he and John 
Marshall Harlan, the court's 
conservative leader, have been 
on the same side. He and Byron 
R. White have disagreed only 
three times. 
"His alignment with Harlan 
and with White Is exactly what 
you would have expected to take 
place," Kurland commented. 
Burger's differences with 
Black and Douglas reminded 
Rodell of the Vlnson court, the 
period between 1946 and 1953 
when Fred M. Vlnson was chief 
Justice, in those years Black 


and Douglas argued often in vain 
for the kind of moves that be- 
came possible when Warren 
succeeded Vlnson. 
Burger's record, said Rodell, 
is "what was to be expected— 
very unspectacular and medio- 
cre." 
Rodell described as very de- 
plorable Burger's vote against 
Jury trials for Juvenile defend- 
ants. 
The court's 6-2 unsigned deci- 
sion, handed down Nov. 18,dis- 
missed for the present the con- 
vention that juveniles accused of 
serious crimes have the con- 
stitutional right to be tried by a 
jury — a right adult defendants 
enjoy. 


SAIGON 
CAP) - Millions of 


dollars have been poured into 
training and equipping the rap- 
Idly growing South Vietnamese 
armed forces but to American 
military eyes they appear no- 
where near ready to fight the 
war by themselves. 


The mechanical part of the 


equipment turnover is 85 per 
cent completed and Saigon's 
army has doubled in size, but 
the quality is still a question. 
Nowhere in Vietnam have the 
Vietnamese armed forces taken 
over from the Americans com- 
pletely. In all the war theaters 
at present American combat 
troops must at least back up the 
Vietnamese. 
President Nixon's withdrawal 
of 60,000 American troops tills 


year and the plan to withdraw 
50,000 more by April 15 are a 
thinning out of U.S. forces In 
tough battle zones. The pattern 
is to keep American combat 
troops indefinitely in major bat- 
tle zones such as the demili- 
tarized zone region and the war 
zones along the Cambodian bor- 
der north of Saigon. 
"The Vietnamese main effort 
in 1970 is to Improve quality," 
says Col. Edward E. Mayer, 
deputy director of the American 
training program. "They are 
taking all kinds of steps to do 
that." 
The theme is echoed by Lt. 


Gen. Julian J. Ewell.who com- 
mands the UJS. 2nd Field Force. 
His three American divisions 
and three independent brigades 


operating from the Saigon n 
gkm to the Cambodian bordi 
are deeply Involved In Vietnan 
izatton.

WASHINGTON <AP)- The fed. 
*rtl government's multtbllllan- 
dotltr answer to the education* 
al need* of America's dlsad- 
vantaced children Is at a criti- 
cal 
crossroads, 
Its 
future 


clouded by evidence of blinder- 
ing management and misuse of 
funds. 
Title I, the heart of the Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Educa- 
tion Act of 1965, established a 
national goal of equalizing edu- 
cational opportunities for all 
children by compensating for 
the disadvantages suffered by 
those who grow tf> In Impover- 
ished communities. 
To this end, more than $4 bil- 
lion has been appropriated over 
the past four years, Including 
$1.2 billion In fiscal 1969. 
Yet Title I has not worked 
out, so far, as Its sponsors In- 
tended. 


According to audit reports, 
money has been spent in the 
wrong places and In many In- 
stances has not reached the Im- 
poverished children who need It 
most. 
C3mmlssloner 
of Education 


James E. Allen Jr., recently 
appointed a special task force to 
take a hard look at the pro- 
gram. 
Allen formed the study group 
after government auditors said 
they had come across cases like 
these: 


- $16,000 In Title I funds went

countrywide instructional tele- 
vision station designed for all 
children, Including those not 
under the Title I program. 
' — In Milwaukee, WIs., $21,- 
605 went for salaries of non- 
Tltle I school personnel. And 
In New Jersey, $44,000 was used 
to pay employes who devoted 
less than full time to Title I 
activities — Title I money paid 
part of the rent on a building

BLOOMDtGTON, Ind. (AP)- 


Two sociologists say the lan- 
guage of the black ghetto Is a 
foreign tongue to most middle- 
class whites. 


Dr. John B. Joyner, director 
of Indiana University's Center 
for Human Relations, and Allen 
D. Grlmshaw, an IU sociology 
professor, also reported in a 
study that ghetto talk can be 
shocking to outsiders. 
Joyner Is a Negro. Grlmshaw 
Is white. 


They cite these 
examples; 


tough can mean beautiful, bad 
can mean good, piece can mean 
a gun, hog can mean Cadillac, 
baby hog can mean a type of 
Bulck, vine can mean fancy 
clothes, help can mean a shot of 


drug*. 
And four-letter, Anglo-Saxon 
words, normally shunned in pol- 
ite conversation, are consid- 
ered just more words In the 
ghetto according to Joyner and 
Grlmshaw. 
The 
four-letter words can 


change meaning with facial ex- 
pressions of the user. With a 
smile, the term means friend- 
ship. With a frown, the term Is 
an insult. Joyner and Grlmshaw 
point out that the complications 
of ghetto talk confound and shock 
well-meaning 
white social 


workers trying to communicate. 


One helpful aspect: most Ne- 
groes In the ghetto are "bilin- 
gual," Joyner and Grlmshaw 
say.

WASHINGTON - Senator Tom 
Dodd has been secretly gather- 
ing evidence for months In prep- 
aration for explosive hearings 
about 
prison horrors in 15 


states. 


In thp last few weeks, reports 
have reached this column from 
various states of calls and visits 
by his investigators to prison 
experts, ex-convicts and law 
enforcement officers. 
Dodd apparent!) has selected 


Ohio, California and Florida 
for exposure of prison atroci- 
ties. He may also put the Sen- 
ate spotlight on Louisiana and 
Indiana. 
Although he has round brutali- 
ity in almost every one- of the 
50 states, say Insiders, he plans 
to confine his hearings to 15 
states. 


Among the stories his agents 
have verified are shackling of 
inmates in Louisiana, jailhouse 
beatings of youngsters in Cali- 
fornia, pressing 
of Ohio in- 


mates for days between steel 
doors, and the clubbing todeath 
of a young prisoner in Florida. 
The Ohio torture was describ- 
ed in a series of hearings this 
spring by Dr. Sam Sheppard, 
convicted and cleared of wife 
murder. Ohio officials sneered 
at it, but Dodd's men have docu- 
mented its truth. 


SMUGGLED LETTERS 


In several states, Dodd has 
been pressured to back off from 
his probe, but witnesses have 
already been approached and 
tentatively invited to testify. 
Letters have also been smug- 
gled from prisoners toDodd of- 
fering testimony on sickening 
perversion and brutality within 
state prison systems. 
Convicts, some famous for 


crimes they would like to for- 
get now, have offered to come 
forward. Conscientious prison 
officials have also told Dodd's 
men they will risk their jobs 
to expose prison abuses. 


Out of these hearings and those 
last spring, the Senate's most 
detailed record to history is 
emerging: of prison torture, 
despair and waste. Tom Dodd 
should be commended for car- 
ing about these forgotten men— 
the more so since he is running 
for 
re-election next year and 


men in cells have no votes. 
Day after day last spring, gen- 
erally alone because his fellow 
Senators did not want to be 
seen on TV with a man they had 
censured, Dodd sat through the 
horror tales. One young black 
convict cried out from the wit- 
ness stand to Dodd, saying: 
"Senator, you can't know what 
it's like unless you've been 
there." 


A little smile played across 
the old Senator's face for a 
moment. Maybe he was think- 
ing about the income tax case 
hanging over his own head at 
the Justice Department, and 
the possibility he could wind up 
in the convict's place. 


HICKEL'S SURPRISE 
Secretary of the Interior Wal- 


ter Hickel, who was roughed 
up by the Senate Interior com- 
mittee during his confirmation 
hearings, invited his tormen- 
tors to his offices the other day 
for a Chrfstmas luncheon. 


He gave each guest a book in 


Christmas wrappings. On the 
front cover was Hickel's por- 
trait and the title: "How to 
Get a Job in Government With- 
out Really Trying" or "How to 
Write a 450-Page Book in Five 
Days," Between the covers was 
the printed record of the stormy 
Hickel hearings. 


"I consider this a valuable 
gin," 
chuckled Sen. 
Frank 


Moss, D-Utah, "because It Indi- 
cates that, despite the content 
of 
the 
book, 
we arc fast 


friends." 
Chairman 
H e n r y "Scoop" 


Jackson, D-Wash., alluding to 
the fact that Hickel had prom- 
ised at the hearings to clear his 
decisions with the committee, 
remarked ruefully: "When you 
promised to check everything 
with us, we didn't know what a 
box you would put us in." 


For Hickel's habit of referring 
his most prickly problems — 
Hickel's 
pickles, 
he calls 


them — to the committee has 
given the members some polit- 
ical headaches. 
The gruffly amiable Secretary 


told his luncheon guests that 
he hoped to combine all federal 
functions, having to do with 
the environment, Into a single 
new Department of Natural Re- 
sources and Environment. 
When he proposed this idea to 
President Nixon, Hickel said, 
the President "came right out 
of his chair and said, 'That's 
the direction we Will go.' " 


Moss reminded the Secretary 
that he had introduced the same 
idea as a Senate bill five years 
ago but the affected government 
agencies had resisted the re- 
organization. 


UDALL WOULDN'T FIGHT 
Referring to Hickel's predec- 
essor, Moss grumped; "Stew 
Udall put his tail between his 
legs and refused to fight." 


Hickel also complained to the 


committee about the problem of 
acquiring 
land 
for national 


parks. The parks are authoriz- 
ed, complete with boundaries, 
before the money is appropri- 
ated to buy the land. Result: the 
land prices immediately sky- 
rocket. 
At the time Point Reyes, Calif., 


was authorized as a national 
park, he pointed out, the needed 
land was worth $14 million. 
Once the word got out that the 
government wanted the land, of 
course, the prices doubled, then 
doubled again. The taxpayers 
are now shelling out $38 mil- 
lion for land acquisition at Point 
Reyes, Hickel said, and the total 
cost will reach an estimated 
$57 million. 
He suggested that a standing 


fund should be available so park 
land could be purchased at the 
time of its authorization. 


Sen. Alan Bible, D-Nev., said 
nothing was more important, in 
his opinion, than parks for out- 
door recreation. These should 
be available near the cities, he 
said, to offer an outlet for youth 
gangs. 
Hickel 
agreed there was 


"great need for more parks 
in populous areas" and pro- 
mised to provide more recrea- 
tion areas easily accessible to 
the big cities.

BANGKOK. If one of our tele - 
stars were given the assign- 
ment of singling out the world's 
angriest man, it would freeze 
over Bangkok, Thailand, more 
specifically over the rooftop of 
Dr. Thannat Kohman, the for- 
eign minister of Thailand over 
the past 11 years. He is angry 
with us because he believes that 
the United States is nowadays 
represented by such as Senators 
Fulbright and Symington, which 
gentlemen the Foreign Minister 
believes to be engaged in poli- 
cies which, In moments of con- 
versational relaxation, he de- 
nounces as "sterile." 


The meeting took place a day- 


after the newspapers reported 
that the United States had in ef- 
fect paid to Thailand one billion 
dollars in order to bribe the 
Thais into sending a single 
division of men into South Viet- 
nam. 
Dr. Thannat's howls have 


no doubt been heard in Wash- 
ington. 


To begin with, it isn't true. 


In the second place, says Dr. 
Thannat, Thailand is unusual in 
this world in that it has not 
presented the United States with 
a great bill in return for re- 
ceiving the Unites States' fa- 
vors. Perhaps, he says bitter- 
ly, that was a mistake. Perhaps 
Senators Fulbright and Sy- 
mington would think better of 
Thailand if she had followed an 
ambiguous foreign policy over 
the years, alternating her fa- 
vors between the Soviet Union 
and the United States. Instead, 
lor the 11 years that Dr. Thannat 
has administered the foreign 
policy of Thailand, his country 
has firmly and unequivocally 
joined with the United States in 
regional 
defense pacts, and 


obliged the United States by 
giving us such facilities as we 
have needed in order to dis- 
charge our obligations. Why 
can't the United States realize 
this? 
At this point the visitor began 
to fidget, and reminded his Ex- 
cellency that Senator Fulbright 
is not the United States. Well, 
why don't Americans reject 
Senator Fulbright, he asked di- 
rectly? Americans, said the 
visitor, have never been given 
the opportunity to reject Senator 
Fulbright, but if ever they were, 
the visitor had no doubts that 
they would do so enthusiasti- 
cally. Well, said the Foreign 
Minister, If Senator Fulbrlght's 
views are rejected by the 
people, how come he is still 
in the Senate? The visitor des- 
paired of explaining Arkansas 
politics even to so learned and 
cosmopolitan a citizen of Thai, 
and thought it best to take the 


offensive. 
Look, Mr. Minis- 


ter, how do you think America 
feels about the criticisms of us? 
You're getting criticized by 
individual members of the Uni- 
ted 
States 
Senate. We get 


criticized by whole govern- 
ments for doing things we are 
not getting anything out of con- 
cretely. 
For 
instance? Dr. Thannat 


asked, visibly concerned that 
he was called upon to share his 
sense of outrage with anyone 
else. 
Well for instance, said 


the visitor, the government of 
Sweden, which just voted to ex- 
tend 45 million dollars of credit 
to North Vietnam. So, said the 
Foreign Minister, what do you 
want? Do you want us to de- 
clare war against Sweden? All 
right, we'll declare war against 
Sweden, If that's really what you 
want. 
But meanwhile, what 


about Fulbright? 


The visitor thanked the Minis- 
ter most cordially, and said that 
perhaps the declaration of war 
against Sweden should await a 
more propitious season; and 
anyway, however sympathetic 
the visitor was to those who de - 
plored the ingratitude of A- 
merican Fulbrights, still, he 
stressed, they are in a minority, 
and meanwhile, what was Thai- 
land doing about the non-par- 
ticipation In Asian burdens of 
such countries as Japan? 


Japan said the minister, is the 


principal profiteer of the Viet- 
nam War. She has taken every 
commercial advantage from it, 
and is clearly prepared to sail 
into history devoting only one 
per cent of her gross national 
product to defense, for so long 
as she can depend on others to 
do her work. 


And talking about burdens, the 
M inlster perked up at the mem - 
ory of another grievance. Not 
only is the United States re- 
ducing its foreign aid to Thai- 
land to the merest trickle, 
under our Ptiblic Law 480 which 
permits the sale at exaggerat- 
edly low prices of agricultural 
surpluses under special cir- 
cumstances, 
we have direc- 


tly cut into Thailand's exports, 
aggravating her already griev- 
ously distorted Imbalance of 
payments. What did the visitor 
have to say about that? 


Well, he would certainly take 


up the matter with Senator Ful- 
bright 
when he got home — 


which, at that point, couldn't be 
soon enough. But he left deeply 
concerned that the friends of the 
United 
States 
should 
feel 


so keenly the apparent indiffer- 
ence 
of the United States 


towards those few countries In 
the world which have stood by us 
-uncomplainingly, 
I almost 


•aid.

"Christmas in Japan is much 
less significant than weAmerl- 
cans are used to in the United 
States. However, even though 
the Japanese are largely anon- 
Chrlstian people, Christmas is 
beginning to be celebrated here 
more and more in one way or an- 
other. The economic, rather 
than religious aspects are most 
obvious. 


"In Japan, businesses and em- 
ployers pay their employees a 
year end bonus during the latter 
part of December. (Couldn't we 
all use some extra coins at that 
time!) Coinciding with the year 
end bonuses, the commercial 
businesses hold their annual 
'oseibo' (year end) sales com- 
plete with wide-scale adver- 
tising. The Christmas theme 
of Santa Claus fits into these 
sales very well indeed! 
"The large department stores 
and 
shopping 
areas 
have 


colorful 
Christmas 
decora- 


tions, complete 
with Santa, 


reindeer and bright Christmas 
lights. The stores also provide 
piped Christmas carols and gift 
wrapping service. 


"The 
commercial aspect of 


Christmas is much less obvious 
in smaller towns and rural 
areas. As a whole, the Japanese 
are too busy preparing for New 
Years to be deeply involved 
with Christmas. New Years is 
the most important holiday in 
Japan which requires special 
preparations.

matsu, 
pine 
and 
bamboo 


branches put in front of houses, 
and a shimenawa, a taboo rope 
stretched across the gate. An- 
other very attractive decoration 
is the kagamt-mochi, it consists 
of a pounded rice cake decorated 
with a dried on plastic lobster, 
seaweed, evergreens, 
dried 


sardines and persimmons. This 
decoration is often seen on the 
doors of businesses closed for 
the holidays. Incidentally,near- 
ly all businesses close for two 
to seven days during the New 
Year celebrations which begin' 
Dec.30 and last through Jan.7. 


"There is no turkey or cran- 


berry sauce during the New 
Year holidays but traditional 
Japanese food and drink are 
served. 
Toso, a sweet rice 


wine, and zoni, a soup with rice 
dumplings and vegetables, are 
served along with other special 
New Year's delicacies. Mochi, 
a pounded rice cake, is as much 
a part of the festivities here as 
fruit cake in the United States. 


"During the New Year holiday 
season, the Japanese people re- 
ceive calls from and make calls 
to their friends, families and 
superiors. This is also the time 
for the liquidation of all debts 
and loans, and for a visit to the 
shrine for the freeing of all sins 
committed during the past year. 


"Typical of a New Year's 


greeting 
in 
Japan 
is the 


message 'Akemashlte omedeto 
goziamasu,' Thank you for your 
kindness. If it is a Christmas 
greeting you desire, 'Kur- 
isumasu Omedeto,' Christmas 
Merry!"

The jet, abandoned by its pilot 


who parachuted to safety after 
reported oil pressure trouble, 
slammed into a hangar full of 
aircraft and mechanics Monday 
at Miramar Naval Air Station. 
The pilot of the single-seat 
F8J Crusader said he reported 
the malfunction, then ejected at 
400 feet altitude about a half 
mile east of the runway. 


The pilot, U. Cyrus M. Rid- 
dell, 27, of San Diego and Bell- 
evue, Wash., was Injured. 
Asked if he could have pre-
